STAN  CHATTERTON,  CBE. 


Down  on  the  farm  in  New 
Zealand,  where  Stan  Chatterton 
was  born,  he  seemed  set  for  the 
inheritance  of  rural  serenity.  He 
had  opportunities  to  acquire  his 
own  patch  but  his  destiny  was 
fixed  on  the  soft  goods  trade. 
There  he  discovered  his  vocation 
was  business  not  farming. 

Stan  came  up  the  hard  way, 
something  which  in  days  of  afflu¬ 
ence  he  counted  an  advantage-50 
cents  a  week  for  twelve  months, 
and  four  years  hard  work,  before 
earning  $2  per  week. 

Always  stirring  within  Stan 
Chatterton  was  an  urge  to  set  up 
on  his  own,  and  the  vision  splendid, 
as  he  saw  it,  was  Australia. 

Here  he  transferred  in  1 920  and 
opened  business  on  his  own 
account.  Things  began  to  move 
from  then  on. 

In  1924-25  he  was  one  of  the 
promoters  of  Woolworths  and 
the  evolution  from  small 
beginnings  to  the  colossal  empire 
it  is  today  is  well  known. 

StanChattertonhadan  inherent 
love  of  horses.  He  owned  his 
own  pony  on  the  N.Z.  farm  when 
he  was  only  four  years  of  age  and 
he  thought  it  the  best  pony  in 
all  New  Zealand. 

That  trait  remained  with  him. 
At  one  period  Stan  lost  five 
horses  through  accident  or  un¬ 
toward  circumstances.  They  were 
Cigarette,  Barak,  Flaxton,  Scarlet 
Ranger,  and  Stanimor. 

However  Grand  Fils  (by 


Beau  Pere)  more  than  com¬ 
pensated.  He  won  $24,000  in 
stakes.  Stan  bought  him  for 
1,700  guineas,  a  high  price  in 
those  times,  and  justified  his 
confidence  by  taking  out  the 
Metropolitan,  Anniversary  Handi¬ 
cap,  (twice),  and  the  Theo  Marks 
Stakes. 

Stan’s  first  sport  was  rowing- 
eights  and  sculls.  Later  he  turned 
to  cycling  and  took  part  in  many 
road  races.  Once  he  tode  710 
miles  in  IOV2  days. 

And  of  course  his  love  for 
bowls  was  aptly  demonstrated. 
He  was  the  first  Patron  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Bowling  Club  and  won  a 
trophy  at  the  1973  Tattersall’s 
Christmas  bowls  meeting  and  he 
died  the  following  day. 

Stan  always  was  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  charities,  particularly  the 
Smith  Family,  of  which  he  was 
chairman.  He  counted  himself 
many  times  blessed  in  that  he  had 
the  eye  to  see,  the  heart  to  feel, 
the  wherewithal  to  give,  and  the 
strength  to  carry  on  in  a  good 
cause. 

Stan  Chatterton  worked  hard 
for  Tattersall’s  Club.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  for 
1 7  years  14  years  as  treasurer  and 
chairman  1946-49.  His  devoted 
service  was  in  the  Club’s  finest 
traditions. 

Stan  was  a  quiet,  genuine 
generous  character  and  to  his 
sorrowing  family  we  extend  our 
sincere  condolences.

Ted  Forrest,  aged  82,  between 
races  at  Randwick,  was  talking 
to  Ted  Peoples  of  the  havoc  which 
grasshoppers  can  wreak.

Ted  summed  up  that  with  a  wet 
summer  the  pest  could  become 
worse,  say  in  January,  when  they 
multiplied  after  several  hatchings. 

But  a  good  hot  summer  made 
the  egg  beds  infertile  and  so  not 
many  hatchings. 

That  is  how  city  man  Ted 
Peoples  learned  that  after  a  visit 
of  the  hoppers  you  never  had 
eggs  with  your  bacon  because  the 
fowls  laid  green  yolks.

In  1936  Norman  became 
)  managing  director  of  the  family 
firm  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  1950  when  he  became  chair¬ 
man  of  directors  and  managing 
director. 

He  served  in  the  dual  role 
until  Lane’s  Holdings  Ltd,  was 
taken  over  by  Amalgamated 
Chemicals  Limited  in  1961. 

He  resigned  from  Amalgamated 
Chemicals  Limited  and  following 
a  five-month  world-trip,  joined 
Stauffer  Chemical  Co.,  (Aust.) 
Pty.  Ltd.  as  sales  director.  Later 
he  was  appointed  managing 
director  and  served  thus  until 
his  retirement  on  the  31st  May 
1972. 

In  1973  he  rejoined  Amalga¬ 
mated  Chemicals  Limited  as  chair¬ 
man  of  directors  and  chief  exe¬ 
cutive,  and  the  firm  was  re-named 
Lane  Limited. 

In  1962  Norman  raced  Sunset 
Hue  sire  of  Gunsynd.
